Suu Kyi says Myanmar on road 
to reconciliation 


OSLO (AFP) - Myanmar 
democracy champion Aung 
San Suu Kyi yesterday said 
her country was at the start of 
the road to reconciliation as 
she arrived in Norway to fi¬ 
nally give her Nobel Peace 
Prize speech. 


After years of house arrest 
and isolation, Suu Kyi arrived 
to a rapturous welcome on a 
Europe tour that follows 
sweeping change in her home¬ 
land, where a former military 
junta has promised to follow a 
path to democracy. 


Since Monday evening, daily

Renovation of Aruba’s Public 
Library in its final phase 



Several days ago a group of 
our librarians visited the pre¬ 
mises of the Public Library in 
the George Madurostraat. The 
purpose of their visit was to 
see how the renovation work 
was progressing on the buil¬ 
ding. They were delighted to 
see that the work is quickly 
nearing completion. The BO- 
HAMA construction company 
intends to complete their work 
and turn over the building very 
soon. Then follows the tedious 
work of moving, reorganizing 
and setting up the interior for 
business as usual. 

Considering that the build¬ 
ing was closed on September 
9,2010, the renovation took an 
awfully long time and for dif¬ 
ferent reasons. Among the rea¬ 
sons for the more than 1.5 
years of renovation, was the 
long Public Tender process. 

Library services to the pub¬ 
lic became considerably less to 
the Oranjestad community be¬ 


cause of the temporary closure 
of the library during the past 
year and a half. Library per¬ 
sonnel are looking forward to 
resuming these services and 
even improving them. 

They are dedicated to bring¬ 
ing all the services up to the 
highest level and to organize 
everything in the most efficient 
manner possible to ensure that 
they can run a smooth opera¬ 
tion. Library users have been 
complaining about the closure 
of the Library and of the lack 
of library services in Oranjes¬ 
tad. But, according to Library 
Director, Astrid Britten, we are 
pleased to announce that li¬ 
brary services will be resumed 
very soon. 

Services: 

During the past one and a 
half year they were able to 
maintain partial service through 
the branches in San Nicolaas 
and the Arubiana Department in 
the Bachstraat. They had to re¬ 


locate some of the personnel to 
school libraries. For example, 
some went to the Colegio 
Arubano library. They were un¬ 
able to offer the usual library 
services because of the lack of 
space both for the public and 
for their own personnel. The 
collection of books for adults 
had to be stored in a warehouse 
where, unfortunately, they suf¬ 
fered mildew, dust and moth 
damage. Many of these books 
are no longer usable and will 
have to be taken out of circula¬ 
tion. The Minister of Education 
has allocated a sum of money 
for the purchase of new books 
this year. 

Future: 

The Library plans on mo¬ 
ving back very soon and hopes 
to be fully operational again by 
August, or perhaps a bit 
sooner. Several meetings are 
being planned with librarians 
and other personnel to ensure 
that everything proceed orga¬ 
nized and according to plan, 
according to Astrid Britten. 
Special activities are in the 
works in connection with the 
re-opening of the Library. 
They have also begun work on 
this year’s 20th edition of the 
popular annual Festival of 
Children’s Books. 

Reportedly, the government 
is planning to build and orga¬ 
nize multifunctional facilities 
in the different barrios. The 
majority of these facilities will 
be annexed to existing auxi¬ 
liary Government Bureaus and 
others will be housed in reno¬ 
vated government buildings. 
These multifunctional facilities 
will include library services, 
such as borrowing books, study 
hall and Computer areas with 
internet access. This, according 
to Astrid Britten, will be a very 
positive development for the 
work of the Public Library on 
Aruba. The first of these facili¬ 
ties is expected to be opened in 
Noord at the beginning of next 
year after which the other dis¬ 
tricts will follow.

Following are the 
infrastructure, roads, the ring 
highway and the Green Corri¬ 
dor. Finally on the list are 
schools which are under going 
major restorations. 

Already the La Salle Col¬ 
lege, St. Dominicus College, 
and the Abraham de Veer 
School are being renovated. 
The Santa Anna School is 
ready to be renovated. The 
new MAVO-HAVO-VWO 
school to be constructed will 


be built in Noord. All in all 
these projects are an effort to 
improve the overall Aruba 
product, according to Sevinger. 

Although the list of projects 
is long, the government is con¬ 
vinced that they will complete 
all within the time span they 
have reckoned on while main¬ 
taining excellent quality. They 
will be projects that we can all 
be proud of says Sevinger.

ORANJESTAD - Last Thurs¬ 
day Aruba’s Minister of Tou¬ 
rism held a productive meeting 
with Carnival Cruise Lines 
where it was announced that an 
additional 12 ships will call here 
during the 2013 off season and 
a total of 29 ships for the entire 
year. This is most certainly good 
news for the development of our 
cruise industry and is a reflec¬ 
tion of the excellent work of 
APA, ATA, and the Cruse Com¬ 
mission of the Ministry of 
Tourism. 

Carnival Cruises have de¬ 
cided to change their Freedom 
ship for Valor which is a much 
bigger vessel with a capacity for 
3000 passengers. During 2012 
the cruises to Aruba were all 
practically 100% sold out, 


hence the reason to change to a 
larger vessel. As of November 
this year, Carnival’s newest ship 
will begin calling on our port. 
This is Carnival Breeze with its 
3.700 passenger capacity. 

This means that Carnival 
Cruises alone will bring more 
than 40 thousand visitors during 
our off season, which will defi¬ 
nitely be positive for our econ¬ 
omy. A recent survey conducted 
by the University of Aruba indi¬ 
cated that cruise tourists spend 
an average of 135 to 170 dollars 
during their stop on Aruba. 

According to the Minister of 
Tourism, for the 2013 off season 
there is a confirmed 100.000 
cruise visitors expected on 
Aruba! Royal Caribbean Cruise 
Lines also announced that they 


will be making 8 additional calls 
during the 2013 off season with 
their ‘Jewel of the Seas’ ship 
with a capacity of 2100 passen¬ 
gers. 

The minister is also in con¬ 
versation with Pullman Tours to 
make concrete an agreement 
with them to call on Aruba dur¬ 
ing our low season next year.

Man denied death benefit 
after 2011 disappearance 
of companion in Aruba 


— Gary Giordano is suing 
Chicago-based AmEx Assur¬ 
ance Company for the $3.5 
million benefit, which he con¬ 
tends in a suit filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court was part 
of a travel insurance policy he 
took out before his trip to 
Aruba with Robyn Lynn Gard¬ 
ner. 

Gardner, 36, of Maryland, 
has been missing since Aug. 2, 
2011, and Giordano reported 
her disappearance to AmEx 
two days later, according to the 
suit. Gardner is presumed to be 
dead. 

The suit claims Giordano 
paid the premiums on the in¬ 
surance policy. 

Giordano told authorities 
Gardner disappeared while 
snorkeling near Baby Beach, 
in San Nicolas, Aruba. He was 


arrested by Aruban police just 
three days after Gardner’s dis¬ 
appearance, but never charged. 

Richard Forester, Gardner’s 
boyfriend at the time of her 
disappearance, called the law¬ 
suit “disgusting.” 

Nobody knows whether she 
is dead or not,” Forester said. 
“It goes to Giordano’s charac¬ 
ter ... he is just trying to make 
money off of this.” 

Forester said he was origi¬ 
nally told the benefit was $1.5 
million, though Giordano is 
seeking $2 million more 
through the suit. 

The lawsuit said the $3.5 
million was the “full death 
benefit,” and Gardner was a 
“covered person” in the policy. 

The two-count suit seeks 
the full death benefit as well as 
additional damages.

Carlotta becomes Cat 2 
hurricane off Mexico coast 


Five Dutch banks' credit 
ratings dropped 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Storm Carlotta became a Cat 2 
hurricane yesterday as it bar¬ 
reled towards Mexico's Pacific 
coast, with US monitors war¬ 
ning it could well gain strength 
as the center approaches land. 

"Carlotta is a category one 
hurricane on the Saffir-Simp- 
son Hurricane wind scale. 
Rapid strengthening is ex¬ 
pected tonight," the Miami- 
based US National Hurricane 
center said in its latest bulletin 


ASUNCION (AFP) - At least 
16 people were killed and 
dozens hurt yesterday in 
clashes that erupted when po¬ 
lice tried to evict landless peas¬ 
ants who were squatting at a 
nature preserve in Paraguay, 
officials said. 

Interior Minister Carlos Fil- 
izzola told reporters that seven 
police and at least nine peasants 
had been killed in the incident 
in Curuguaty, located 250 kilo¬ 
meters (155 miles) northeast of 
the capital Asuncion. 


late yesterday . 

The storm was already 
packing winds of 80 miles 
(130 kilometers) an hour, and 
Mexican authorities have is¬ 
sued a hurricane warning 
along the coast, from Punta 
Maldonado to the chic resort of 
Acapulco. 

The hurricane was heading 
northwest at 12 miles an hour 
(19 kilometers), and is ex¬ 
pected to turn west-northwest 
and slow down today. 


Another official in Cu- 
ruguaty earlier said as many as 
80 people had been injured in 
the melee. Earlier, the death 
toll had been put at six. 

Police had arrived at the pri¬ 
vately-owned nature preserve 
in Curuguaty to evict the peas¬ 
ants when the clashes began. 

In a brief statement, Presi¬ 
dent Fernando Lugo expressed 
his "absolute support" for the 
police and offered his condo¬ 
lences to the families of the 
victims. 


ICC team 
detained 
in Libya in 
good health 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Four 
International Criminal Court 
officials detained in Libya 
since last week have said they 
were in good health and well 
treated, the ICC said in a state¬ 
ment yesterday. 

The detainees met with ICC 
envoys in the Libyan town of 
Zintan, where they have been 
detained since June 7 while 
visiting Moamer Kadhafi's son 
Seif al-Islam, the court said. 

Local authorities and the 
Libyan public prosecutor faci¬ 
litated Tuesday's brief meeting, 
which "took place in the pres¬ 
ence of local authorities' repre¬ 
sentatives," said the ICC, 
which is based in The Hague. 

Australian lawyer Melinda 
Taylor and three of her col¬ 
leagues were detained after a 
meeting with Seif al-Islam, 
who has himself been detained 
in Zintan 170 kilometers (110 
miles) southwest of Tripoli 
since his arrest on November 
19. Their main mission was to 
help Seif, 39, choose a lawyer 
to defend him against ICC 
charges of crimes against hu¬ 
manity. 

Libyan officials allege that 
Taylor was carrying a pen cam¬ 
era and attempting to give Seif 
a coded letter from his former 
right-hand man Mohammed Is¬ 
mail, who is on the run. 

Tripoli said the ICC delega¬ 
tion overstepped its mandate 
and "committed an act which 
had nothing to do with its mis¬ 
sion, exchanging documents 
that represent a threat to na¬ 
tional security," adding that the 
case was now in the hands of 
local judges. 

Australia has said that Taylor 
and her co-defendants are enti¬ 
tled to immunity but warned 
Wednesday that there appeared 
to be little chance of their early 
release, with indications that 
Libyan authorities may seek to 
hold them for 45 days. 


AMSTERDAM - Rabobank, 
ING, ABN Amro, LeasePlan, 
and SNS Bank all had their rat¬ 
ings lowered. Rabobank now 
has a Aa2 credit rating, while 
ING, ABN Amro are now 
rated A2. SNS Bank and 
LeasePlan now have an even 
lower rating, Baa2. 

Moody’s says the decision 
to lower the banks’ credit ra¬ 
tings was based on the pro¬ 
tracted euro crisis and the 
questionable creditworthiness 
of a number of countries 
within the euro zone. 

Moody’s is particularly 


concerned about ING bank. 
Moody’s says the outlook for 
the other banks is stable. Nev¬ 
ertheless, as a result of this lat¬ 
est downgrade, SN Bank and 
LeasePlan are now only two 
steps away from so-called non¬ 
investment grade or junk sta¬ 
tus. The lowering of a bank’s 
credit rating makes it more dif¬ 
ficult for the bank to lend 
money on capital market. 

According to Moody’s, 
Dutch banks will likely remain 
under pressure as a result of 
the recession in the Nether¬ 
lands and falling house prices.

Romney: 

Immigration fix 
'more difficult' 
with Obama 
move 

MILFORD, NH (AFP) - Re- 
publican Mitt Romney warned 
that President Barack Obama's 
decision Friday to stop deport¬ 
ing some law-abiding immi¬ 
grants would only make it 
harder to reach a long-term so¬ 
lution to the problem. 

"I believe the status of 
young people who come here 
through no fault of their own 
is an important matter to be 
considered and it should be 
solved on a long-term basis so 
they know what their future 
will be in this country," Rom¬ 
ney told reporters after a cam¬ 
paign stop in Milford, New 
Hampshire. 

"I think the action that the 
president took today makes it 
more difficult to reach that 
long-term solution." 

Romney, who is challeng¬ 
ing Obama for the White 
House in November's election 
and launched a bus tour earlier 
that will take him through sev¬ 
eral battleground states, said 
Obama's executive order was 
"just a short-term matter that 
can be reversed by subsequent 
presidents." 

"I'd like to see legislation 
that deals with this issue," he 
said, adding that he agreed 
with the approach of US Sen¬ 
ator Marco Rubio of Florida, a 
potential Romney vice presi¬ 
dential pick who has sought a 
long-term fix to the more than 
11.5 million illegal immigrants 
living in the United States. 

"If I'm president, we'll do 
our very best to have that kind 
of long-term solution that pro¬ 
vides certainty and clarity for 
people who come into this 
country through no fault of 
their own by virtue of the acts 
of their parents." 

The candidate did not an¬ 
swer questions about whether 
he would reverse the order or 
if he thought Obama's move 
was a political ploy for His¬ 
panic voters, who form a 
major voting bloc. 

Obama's scheme applies to 
people brought to the United 
States before the age of 16 
who are currently under 30, 
are in school or have gradu¬ 
ated from high school, or have 
served in the military and have 
not been convicted of a felony. 

His decision will go some 
way to enshrining the goals of 
the DREAM Act, legislation 
backed by the White House — 
and opposed by Romney — 
that could lead to young illegal 
immigrants gaining permanent 
residency. 


US to halt deportations of young illegal immigrants 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States will stop deport¬ 
ing young law-abiding illegal 
immigrants who satisfy broad 
criteria, in a move that will be 
seen as a concession to the His¬ 
panic community ahead of No¬ 
vember's election. 

The move applies to minors 
brought to the United States be¬ 
fore the age of 16, who are cur¬ 
rently under 30, are in school or 
have graduated from high 


school, and have not been con¬ 
victed of a felony, officials said. 

The move will likely be vig¬ 
orously protested by conserva¬ 
tive Republicans and be seen as 
a bid by the president to solidify 
his hold on the youth and His¬ 
panic vote that could be critical 
in several swing states in No¬ 
vember. 

"Our nation's immigration 
laws must be enforced in a firm 
and sensible manner," said 


Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano. 

"But they are not designed to 
be blindly enforced without 
consideration given to the indi¬ 
vidual circumstances of each 
case. "Nor are they designed to 
remove productive young peo¬ 
ple to countries where they may 
not have lived or even speak the 
language. Discretion, which is 
used in so many other areas, is 
especially justified here." 


The decision will go some 
way to enshrining the goals of 
the DREAM Act, legislation 
backed by the White House that 
could lead to young illegal im¬ 
migrants, brought to America 
by parents, gaining permanent 
residency. 

The legislation, opposed by 
Republican presidential candi¬ 
date Mitt Romney and conser¬ 
vative Republicans, has failed to 
pass Congress and become law.

Urgent action needed fight cholera 
in Haiti: aid group 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) -

ders said Thursday. 

"We are worried about the 
lack of support from the inter¬ 
national community and the 
lack of action from health au¬ 
thorities in Haiti,” Thierry 
Goffeau, head of the group's 


Haiti operations, told AFP. 

Since the start of the epi¬ 
demic in October 2010, 7,500 
people have died from the dis¬ 
ease that is spread through 
poor sanitation. This year 
alone, it has claimed at least 
40 lives in the impoverished 
Caribbean nation that shares 
the Hispaniola island with the 
far wealthier Dominican Re¬ 
public. 

Doctors Without Borders 


has treated 9,800 cholera pa¬ 
tients in special centers since 
early 2012, including 72 per¬ 
cent of cases in and around the 
Haitian capital Port-au-Prince. 

But the group stresses that 
it has no intention to replace 
health authorities and is there 
to support them. 

"We urge the international 
community and the WHO to 
strengthen their support,” Gof¬ 
feau said.

US urges removal of 
S.Korean oysters from 
market 



NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
health authorities have urged 
restaurants and food outlets to 
stop selling all fresh, frozen 
and canned oysters, clams and 
mussels that came from South 
Korea over contamination 
fears. 

"These products and any 
products made with them may 
have been exposed to human 
fecal waste and are potentially 
contaminated with norovirus,” 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration said in a statement is¬ 
sued late Thursday. 

The FDA said the measure 
also applies to any scallops 
that arrived in the United 
States before or after May 1 
when the FDA removed such 
products from the Interstate 
Certified Shellfish Shippers 
List. 

The United States docu¬ 
mented some cases of 


norovirus linked to the 
consumption of South 
Korean oysters as re¬ 
cently as 2011, but there 
have been no such cases 
reported this year. 

Norovirus typically 
causes nausea, vomiting 
and stomach cramps. The 
accompanying dehydra¬ 
tion can cause some to 
seek medical treatment. 
The latest move came 
after an FDA evaluation found 
that "the Korean Shellfish 
Sanitation Program (KSSP) no 
longer meets the sanitation 
controls specified under the 
United States' National Shell¬ 
fish Sanitation Program," it 
said. 

The FDA cited "significant 
deficiencies" that include poor 
sanitary controls, ineffective 
management of land-based 
pollution sources and detec¬ 
tion of norovirus in shellfish 
growing areas. 

Korean shellfish makes up 
a small fraction of the oysters, 
clams, mussels and scallops 
sold in the United States. 

Health authorities in Tai¬ 
wan on Friday said they had 
intensified checks on oysters 
imported from South Korea 
following at least 62 cases of 
food poisoning cases in recent 
weeks.

Bones in Bulgaria may 
be of John the Baptist: 
study 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists have 
found new evidence they say 
supports the theory that a 
knuckle bone and other human 
remains found under a church 
floor in Bulgaria may be of 
John the Baptist. 

The relics found in a small 
marble sarcophagus two years 
ago on a Bulgarian island 
called Sveti Ivan, which trans¬ 
lates as Saint John, also in¬ 
cluded a human tooth, part of 
a skull and three animal bones. 

A research team from Ox¬ 
ford University dated the right- 
handed knuckle bone to the 
first century AD, when John is 
believed to have lived until his 
beheading ordered by king 
Herod, the university said in a 
statement. 

And scientists from the Uni¬ 
versity of Copenhagen 
analysed the DNA of the 
bones, finding they came from 
a single individual, probably a 
man, from a family in the 
modern-day Middle East, 
where John would have lived. 

While these findings do not 
definitively prove anything, 
they also don't refute the the¬ 


ory first proffered by the 
Bulgarian archaeologists 
who found the remains 
while excavating under 
an ancient church on the 
island. 

Many sites around the 
world claim to hold relics 
of the saint, including the 
Grand Mosque in Dam¬ 
ascus which says it has 
his head. 

The right hand with 
which the prophet al¬ 
legedly baptised Jesus in 
the River Jordan is also 
claimed to be held by several 
entities, including a Serbian 
Orthodox monastery in Mon¬ 
tenegro. 

"The result from the 
metacarpal hand bone is 
clearly consistent with some¬ 
one who lived in the early first 
century AD," Oxford Univer¬ 
sity professor Tom Higham 
said of the new study. 

"Whether that person is 
John the Baptist is a question 
that we cannot yet definitely 
answer and probably never 
will." 

Bulgarian archaeologists 
had found a small box made of 
hardened volcanic ash close to 
the sarcophagus. 

The box bore inscriptions in 
ancient Greek that referred to 
John the Baptist and the date 
that Christians celebrate his 
birth, June 24. 

The findings of another Ox¬ 
ford researcher, using histori¬ 
cal documents, suggest that the 
monastery of Sveti Ivan may 
have received a portion of 
John the Baptist's relics in the 
fifth or early sixth centuries. 


Apple patent bid hints at changeable 
iPhone lens 



tion hinted that Apple may be 
toying with the idea of letting 


picture-loving iPhone users 
change lenses for the smart¬ 
phone cameras. 

Apple's application for a "back 
panel for a portable electronic 
device with different camera 
lens options" included a dia¬ 
gram reminiscent of an opened 
iPhone with labeled parts. 

The application described a 
design to let users change 
lenses that typically are fixed in 


the backs of smartphones to act 
as eyes for cameras. 

"It would be desirable to pro¬ 
vide a structure for a compact 
device that allows the end user to 
reconfigure the optical arrange¬ 
ment of the device while retain¬ 
ing the benefits of assembling 
the device using a pre-assembled 
digital imaging subsystem," said 
a copy of the patent application 
available online.

Merkel stands firm in 
Greek vote countdown 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany’s 
Angela Merkel stood firm 
against growth quick fixes to 
Europe's crisis yesterday and 
France rushed to reassure that 
she would not be sidelined as 
the clock ticked down on a 
fateful Greek vote. 

Merkel insisted that hasty 
proposals such as eurobonds, 
backed by France, for pooling 
debt in Europe, would result in 
"mediocrity," while Paris 
fought perceptions of a rift 
with Berlin insisting the two 
should work "hand in hand." 

Europe's debt crisis can 
only be addressed by tackling 
its root causes — debt and un¬ 
even competitiveness 
Merkel said, warning that pro¬ 
posals to mutualise debt or risk 
merely papered over the diver¬ 
gences between countries. 

"Whoever masks that ends 
up in mediocrity. Mediocrity 
must not become the stan¬ 
dard," Merkel warned to ap¬ 
plause, addressing members of 
Germany's federation of fam¬ 
ily-run businesses. 

And she complained that 
pitting the idea of growth 
against budgetary rigour in the 


debate over how to steer Eu¬ 
rope out of its more than two- 
year-long debt crisis was 
"simply rubbish" as she 
strongly backed both principles. 

With the threat of a Greek 
euro exit hanging over Sun¬ 
day's poll and global leaders 
heading to Mexico for a G20 
summit from Monday, Merkel 
faces pressure for Europe's de 
facto paymaster to forge a so¬ 
lution. 

But she is also under fire 
over her unwavering stance on 
strict budget consolidation as 
the way to tackle the turmoil, 
especially since Berlin's key 
EU ally, France, has pushed for 
a growth-led strategy under its 
new president. 

French Prime Minister Jean- 
Marc Ayrault however seemed 
at pains yesterday to cool any 
perception of sidelining Merkel, 
telling Europe 1 radio this was 
"absolutely not" the case and 
would be "a bad route." 

France and Germany 
should work "hand in hand for 
a solution to pull Europe out of 
crisis," he said, a day after urg¬ 
ing Germany not to "let itself 
go with simplistic formulas."

NEW YORK (AFP) - Rajat 
Gupta, a former Goldman 
Sachs board member and pillar 
of the US business community, 
was found guilty yesterday in 
New York on insider trading 
charges in big victory for pro¬ 
secutors probing Wall Street 
corruption. 

The guilty verdict on four 
of six counts came after less 
than two days of deliberations 
at the end of a three week trial 
in Manhattan federal court. 

The 63-year-old faced up to 
25 years in prison if found 
guilty on all charges. The In- 
dian-bom businessman's attor¬ 
ney, Gary Naftalis, said after¬ 
wards that he plans to chal¬ 
lenge the verdict. 

Prosecutors say Gupta, who 
also headed the renowned con¬ 
sultancy McKinsey & Co, fed 
private market-moving infor¬ 
mation to his former friend and 
hedge fund manager Raj Ra- 
jaratnam, sentenced last year 
to 11 years in prison for insider 
trading. 

"Rajat Gupta once stood at 
the apex of the international

business community. Today, he 
stands convicted of securities 
fraud. He achieved remarkable 
success and stature, but he 
threw it all away," chief Man¬ 
hattan prosecutor Preet Bha- 
rara said in a statement. 

"Having fallen from re¬ 
spected insider to convicted in¬ 
side trader, Mr Gupta has now 
exchanged the lofty board room 
for the prospect of a lowly jail 
cell," he said. "We said that in¬ 
sider trading is rampant, and 
today's conviction puts that 
claim into stark relief." 

The defense tried to argue 
that Gupta was innocent and 
that the government had failed 
to back up its case with hard 
evidence. 

However, the circumstan¬ 


tial evidence, amassed in wire¬ 
tapped phone conversations, 
telephone records and trading 
data, clearly left the jury with 
little trouble in reaching a con¬ 
clusion. 

One of the key episodes in 
the prosecution case was Ra- 
jaratnam's 2008 purchase of 
Goldman Sachs shares only 
seconds after Gupta called him 
in the wake of a Goldman 
board meeting. 

It was during that board 
meeting, at the height of the 
2008 banking crisis, that Gold¬ 
man members secretly dis¬ 
cussed the decision by investor 
Warren Buffett to pump $5 bil¬ 
lion into the bank — a huge 
boost in a time of uncertainty. 


Mexican mogul Slim 
expands empire in Europe 


VIENNA (AFP) - Mexican bil¬ 
lionaire Carlos Slim yesterday 
moved to grow his telecoms 
empire into central and eastern 
Europe by raising his stake in 
Telekom Austria to 9.9 percent 
with the aim of obtaining 25.9 
percent. 

"This acquisition positions 
AMX as a long-term strategic 
partner of Telekom Austria," 
Slim's America Movil (AMX) 
company said in a statement. 

The deal is "part of AMX 
geographic diversification 
strategy and provides an attrac¬ 
tive presence in Central and 
Eastern Europe". 

Former monopoly Telekom 
Austria, the largest telecoms 
company in the country, is also

active in Belarus, Bulgaria, 
Croatia, Liechtenstein, Mace¬ 
donia, Serbia and Slovenia, 
with 20 million mobile cus¬ 
tomers and 2.6 million fixed 
lines. 

Slim is also a shareholder in 
the Dutch telecoms group 
KPN and wants to increase 
that interest to 27.7 percent.

Escobar series scores record audience 
in Colombia 



BOGOTA (AFP) - A television 
series recounting the rise of 
notorious drug lord Pablo Es¬ 
cobar is setting new audience 
records in Colombia, prompt¬ 
ing fears that a new generation 
could come to idolize his mur¬ 
derous ways. 

Nearly 20 years after his 
death, millions of Colombians 
are tuning in every night to 
watch ’’Escobar: Boss of Evil" 
on the Caracol network. The 
series looks at how the 
Medellin cartel chief became 
the "king of cocaine" in the 
1980s. 

The first episode in the se¬ 
ries — which is inspired by the 
2001 book "The Parable of 
Pablo" — attracted 11 million 
viewers. The series, which has 
been on the air for two weeks, 
will have a total of 63 
episodes. 

"We all can remember a 
bomb set by Escobar, an attack 
experienced either directly or 


indirectly. But what is impor¬ 
tant is to see the entire picture, 
how one thing led to another" 
in his life, explained producer 
Juana Uribe. 

Uribe says the series — 
which was filmed in Bogota, 
Medellin and Miami, and cost 
$170,000 dollars an episode — 
aims to show "Escobar from 
all sides" and to shed light on 
those who had the courage to 
confront him. 

"This is an important pro¬ 
gram for the new generations, 
who do not really know much 
about Escobar and who surely 
will not go to the library to 
read about him," said actor 
Andres Parra, who plays the 
drug kingpin. 

One of Latin America’s 
most feared drug lords, Esco¬ 
bar once supplied most of the 
cocaine to the United States, 
and masterminded a campaign 
of kidnappings and bombings 


in Colombia’s capital Bogota 
and other parts of the country. 

Escobar — who was consid¬ 
ered one of the richest men in 
the world at the height of his 
power — was eventually killed 
by police in Medellin in late 
1993. He was 44. 

In the northern Colombian 
city that was once his head¬ 
quarters, Escobar is still seen 
as a benefactor, especially 
among the poor and working 
class people he showered with 
narco-dollars. 

Parra, who visited 
Medellin's inner city during 
filming, said: "In these areas, 
you can feel the affection and 
sense of nostalgia... They took 
photos and thanked me for 
playing the part." 

Juan Carlos Velasquez, a 
priest who works with trou¬ 
bled youth in the city, however 
fears that the program will 
send young people the wrong 
message. 

"One day, a young woman 
came up to me and said, 'Fa¬ 
ther, Escobar was really a 
good man, wasn't he?"' the 
priest said. 

"Of course, Escobar helped 
build houses, churches and 
football pitches, but in this TV 
series, we don't see all the 
damage he caused. Where a 
killing is shown, I don't see the 
pain that it caused." 


Dalai Lama kicks off tour of Britain 




LONDON (AFP) - The Dalai 
Lama began a spiritual tour of 
Britain on Friday which is set 
to include an unlikely appear¬ 
ance at a youth event with co¬ 
median Russell Brand. 

The Tibetan spiritual leader 
kicked off his eight-day trip in 
Manchester, northwest Eng¬ 
land, and is also due to visit the 
northern city of Leeds, the 


Scottish capital Ed¬ 
inburgh, and Lon¬ 
don. 

He will address 
thousands of young 
people at an event 
in Manchester 
today, delivering a 
message about the 
need to foster 
peace and dia¬ 
logue. 

Brand, who has 
previously battled drug addic¬ 
tion, will be compering the 
event, entitled "Stand Up and 
Be The Change". 

On Friday, the Dalai Lama 
attended an international busi¬ 
ness convention in Leeds to 
talk about ethics in commerce. 

The BBC reported that the 
event prompted China to 
threaten to pull its

of an Olympics training camp 
in Leeds where some 220 Chi¬ 
nese athletes, coaches and staff 
are due to be staying from 
early July. 

The Dalai Lama brushed off 
the threat. 

"That is always happening, 
that is almost like routine," he 
said in Manchester. 

He said he was "very happy 
once more" to be in England 
and spoke of his "close rela¬ 
tions" with the country where 
he wants to use his tour to pro¬ 
mote tolerance and forgive¬ 
ness. 

The trip comes only a 
month after the 76-year-old 
Buddhist leader's visit to Lon¬ 
don to collect the £1.1 million 
Templeton Prize, which he said 
he would donate to charity. 

During that visit the Nobel 
Peace Laureate met British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron, sparking anger from 
China, whose top legislator Wu 
Bangguo cancelled a visit to 
Britain in protest. 

The Tibetan leader, who 
fled his homeland for India in 
1959 after a failed uprising 
against Chinese rule, an¬ 
nounced last year that he was 
giving up his political role to 
focus on spiritual duties.

international goal for England 
on 23 minutes, rising high 
above Sweden's defence to di¬ 
rect a well-placed header past 
Andreas Isaksson. 

Olof Mellberg, though, ap¬ 
peared to get one back just 
after half-time, forcing Joe 
Hart to save from close range 
and then knocking in the re¬ 
bound.

Holland cling to hope as 
Portugal eye last eight 


DONETSK (AFP) - The sta¬ 
tistics do not make pleasant 
reading for the Netherlands, 
who must beat Portugal by 
two goals on Sunday and hope 
Germany overcome Denmark 
if they are to reach the Euro 
2012 quarter-finals. 

No team has ever reached 
the knockout phase at a Euro 
after losing their first two 
matches, and statistical web¬ 
site Infostrada Sports esti¬ 
mates that Bert van Marwijk's 
side stand only a 9.5 percent 
chance of going through. 

The omens are similarly 
ominous. The last time the 
Oranje were eliminated at the 
group phase of the European 
Championship was in 1980, 
two years after they finished 
runners-up at the 1978 World 
Cup — just as they did in 2010. 

As if the weight of history 
was not enough of a burden, 
van Marwijk also appears to 


face problems with several of 
his most important players. 

Klaas-Jan Huntelaar and 
Rafael van der Vaart have both 
expressed anger at being left 
out of the starting line-up, 
while Arjen Robben reacted to 
his substitution in Wednes¬ 
day's 2-1 loss to Germany by 
jumping over an advertising 
hoarding and stalking angrily 
back to the dug-out. 

The top scorers in qualify¬ 
ing, with 37 goals, it took Hol¬ 
land 45 shots to find the net at 
the Euro but Robin van Per- 
sie's 73rd-minute effort against 
Germany was ultimately in 
vain. 

The Dutch press have de¬ 
plored van Marwijk's contin¬ 
ued faith in van Persie at the 
expense of Huntelaar, who 
will hope to be given a start in 
Kharkiv on Sunday with Hol¬ 
land obliged to attack Portugal 
from the off. 


Wesley Sneijder, at least, is 
doing his job. 

One of the stand-out per¬ 
formers at the last World Cup, 
the playmaker endured an in- 
jury-plagued season with Inter 
Milan but has created chances 
at a startling rate of eight per 
game since the tournament 
started. 

Given the need for goals, 
van Marwijk could opt to field 
van der Vaart and Huntelaar in 
his starting XI, which would 
oblige van Persie to move to 
the flanks as he did in the sec¬ 
ond half against Germany. 

Germany's Bastian Schwe- 
insteiger has told his former 
Bayern Munich team-mate 
Mark van Bommel that his 
team will give everything to 
beat Denmark and van Mar¬ 
wijk knows his side must 
therefore complete their own 
mission.

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Armstrong begins doping fight 
with sponsor support 



AUSTIN (AFP)-LanceArm¬ 
strong's lawyers have already 
started to challenge the new 
doping charges against him 
even as sponsors vow to stand 
behind the seven-time Tour de 
France cycling champion. 

The US Anti-Doping 
Agency (US AD A) brought 
doping conspiracy charges 
against Armstrong on Wednes¬ 
day and has not responded to 
letters from Armstrong attor¬ 
neys seeking details of the ev¬ 
idence they claim to have 
against him. 

Armstrong has another 
week to make a written re¬ 
sponse to the charges under 
the guidlines of US AD A in¬ 
vestigations. After that an in¬ 
dependent panel will consider 
the evidence and decide if the 
charges merit a hearing. 

A 15-page letter from 
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US AD A detailed the agency 
claims, but it comes in the 
wake of the US Justice De¬ 
partment dropping its probe 
after two years of investiga¬ 
tion without filing any 
charges against Armstrong. 

While US AD A cannot im¬ 
pose criminal penalties 
against Armstrong, it has 
asked that Armstrong be 
banned from any sport for life 
and would open the door for 
him to be stripped of the Tour 
de France victories he won 
from 1999-2005. 

Armstrong, who has stead¬ 
fastly denied any wrongdoing 
for years, has never tested pos¬ 
itive for performance-enhanc¬ 
ing drugs and called the 
US AD A charges a "witch 
hunt" in a Twitter statement 
denouncing the move. 

Armstrong's lawyers want 
drug test analysis from 
US AD A on blood test results 
from Armstrong's 2009 and 
2010 Tour de France runs that 
US AD A says showed signs of 
the banned blood booster 


Beaten 1-0 by Germany in 
their opening game, Portugal 
let a 2-0 lead slip against Den¬ 
mark in Lviv on Wednesday 
before Silvestre Varela's thun¬ 
derous 87th-minute half-vol¬ 
ley rejuvenated their attempts 
to reach the quarter-finals. 

The result means that Portu¬ 
gal will be guaranteed to reach 
the last eight if they win, un¬ 
less Denmark beat Germany in 
the other game, which would 
invoke a three-way head-to- 
head comparison between 
those teams. 

The only disappointment for 
Portugal coach Paulo Bento 
was yet another mystifyingly 
poor performance in front of 
goal from his captain, Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo. 

The Real Madrid superstar 
spurned two one-on-one 
chances to put Portugal 3-1 up 
and was almost made to pay 
the price when Nicklas Bendt- 
ner equalised for Denmark in 
the 80th minute.

US AD A also claims to have 
testimony from 10 cyclists re¬ 
garding Armstrong's actions. 

The charges were enough to 
prompt Ironman triathlon offi¬ 
cials to ban Armstrong from 
an event later this month in 
Nice, France. Armstrong had 
planned to compete in the 
World Ironman Champi¬ 
onships in Hawaii in October. 

The move comes as corpo¬ 
rate sponsors offer shows of 
support for Armstrong, includ¬ 
ing apparel makers Nike and 
Oakley and beermaker An¬ 
heuser-Busch. 

While some see Armstrong 
as a dope cheat following 
years of unproven accusations, 
others see him as a cancer- 
conquering hero who brings 
optimism that people can 
overcome cancer. Armstrong 
had suffered from testicular 
cancer.

Bosh returned to his famil¬ 
iar starting role as the Heat 
built a 17-point lead in the first 
quarter then held off a late 
charge by the Oklahoma City 
Thunder to even the best-of- 
seven series at 1-1. 

It was the first start for the 
28-year-old Bosh since mid- 
May. Bosh had to come off 
the bench for the previous 
four post-season games as he 
eased his way back into the 
line-up from an abdominal 
strain that caused him to miss 
nine playoff games. 

Bosh found his scoring 
touch early in game two and 
by halftime he already had a 
double double with 10 points 
and 10 rebounds. 

"It was time to step up," 
said Bosh who finished with 
16 points and 15 rebounds. 

"I wanted to be more ag¬ 
gressive. I wanted to play 
good defence and space the 
floor correctly and I knew 
everything else would fall into 
place." 

Bosh tied a playoff career 
high with 15 rebounds. 

Like Bosh, Wade got in¬ 
volved in the offence in the 
first quarter and together they 
set the tone for game two. 

The Heat now have the 
psychological edge, having 
stolen home court advantage 
with a split of the first two 
games in Oklahoma City. The 
series now shifts to Miami for 
games three, four and five. 
Games six and seven if 
needed will be back in Okla¬ 
homa City. 

Wade bounced back from a 
sub-par effort in game one to 
finish with 24 points, six re¬ 
bounds and five assists after 
scoring just 19 points in game 
one. Wade took much of the 
blame for the 105-94 game 
one loss. 

"We need to switch the 
mindset a little quicker now," 


Wade said. "Game one was 
kind of a feel out game, espe¬ 
cially when you are on the 
road. Game two you come out 
and make adjustments. 

"I felt I was too passive in 
game one. The change was me 
trying to be more aggressive 
when I had my chances down 
the stretch." 

Miami punished the Thun¬ 
der in the paint and on the fast 
break and never let Oklahoma 
City get into an offensive flow 
in the first half. 

The Heat led by 18-2 in the 


first eight minutes as the Thun¬ 
der missed 11 of 12 shots in 
that span. Miami extended then- 
lead to 17 points twice and led 
by 12 at the intermission. 

The Thunder made it inter¬ 
esting in the end outscoring 
Miami 29-22 in the fourth but 
they dug themselves too deep 
a hole to climb out of. 

Asked what the reason is 
for two slow starts in a row, 
Thunder guard James Harden 
shrugged, "We don't know. 
We have to change if we want 
to win games."
